Nine miles north of Richmond there 


stands the unpretentious ullage ol 
Fountain City, wtb its population of 400 
or 500 people, most of whom are Quak- 
ers or direct descendants of Quakers. 
In. these days Fountain Citj is pc.irc 
ever heard of outside the boidcrs ol 
Wayne county; but a half century or 
more ngo, \\hcn thc anti-fcla'.cry move- 
ment was sweeping through the north. 
the little settlement was known tbe 
country over. The toun has a liistorj 
unlike any other city or town in Indiana 
It was the central station of what was 
kno«n as the "Culorground railway,' 
anil the house Mil! stands that sheltered 
hundreds of f u g i t i v e slaves who were 
cn route to Canada. Fountain City 
originally called .Newport, and it was 
laid out by Quakeis about lb:!9. This 
religious sect began thc anti-slavery 
work in Indiana, and the Newport set 
tlement was thc lirst to bring about 
means to assist in ciirrjlnar cn the nn 
derground railway. Anti-slavery work 
was carried on in f-ccrct for scvcra 
years, but finally thc Quakers became 
bold, and the subject was discussed in 
the churches and in public meetings 
As early as 1330 there were two news 
papers published in Newport, both ail 
vacating thc abolition, movement, am: 
they hail considerable strength. Lev 
Coffin, prcsii'ent of the Vndcrpround 
railway and one of thc greatest abo 
litionists of hid time, was one of the 
residents of the town. His fame spread 
far and wide, and his deeds are a por 
tion of the slavery history of America 
Early in life he became convinced o 
the sinfulness of slavery, and this con 
viotion grew with every year of his life. 
In 1S26 the fugitive slaves began to r.r 
rive at the home of Lev: Ooflin, whicl 
then and now stands upon the main 
street of the village. Benjamin Strat 
tan, Dr. Henry Way, Benjamin Thomas 
Samuel Charles and other prominen 
Friends became identified with 
th 


work, and not a day passed in which 
slaves were not brought into the town 
given food and shelter nnd assisted on 
their journey toward the north. Til 
burden of the expense was borne chief 
ly by Levi Coffin, -who fortunately was 
wealthy. Three lines of the "railrcad' 
converged in thc town—one from Cin 
cinnati, one from Madison and the oth 
er from Jcffersonville. 
For 20 years 


this work went on, and in 1847 Le\i Cof 
Sn went to Cincinnati and there con 
tinned the wxjrk of assisting- the fugi 
live slaves. In ISM he went to Eng 
land as agent for thc Western Freed 
men's Aid societj and aroused the 
greatest interest in the work and sue 
ceeded in getting from prominent mei 
of that country subbtantial contribu 
tions. In 1S78 he published a volume 
Df 700 pages relative to the anti-slaver; 
work carried on by him nnd his associ 
ates. He died at Avondalc, near Cin 
cinnati, in 1877.

The Emperor 1m a Mere Nonentity, 


the Dotvitcer EntpreM Being the 


Controlling Power. 


There is a young man in Peking who 


would be treinWing now in his skin if 
he were only able to realize properly 
the danger that is threatened to him and 
his empire. He is the Emperor Kuang 
Hsu, euphemistically known as the son 
of Heaven and brother of the sun. He 
is the most secluded monarch on earth. 
When lie appears in public, which is 
rarely, matting is hung up in front of 
all the houses and strips of cloth are 
stretched across the alleys and side 
streets through which the 
imperial 


procession must pass. He is invariably 
accompanied by a vast retinue of sol- 
diers and an army of courtiers, and the 
man who peeps around the corner 01 
has his eyes fastened to a hole in the 
matting is liable to be blinded by a bul- 
let or an arrow. 
When he is at home 


he is carefully hidden away iu the cen- 
ter of a big Tartar city (which is in the 
center of the Chinese city) at 1'eking, 
and you have to go through three sets 
of wails—simply an impossible task foi 
a European visitor—before j'ou 
ap- 


proach the building in which he i& kept, 
guarded by eunuchs. 


Though he is generally credited with 


tht possession of an ugly temper, which 
incites him to smash the 
bric-a-brac 


of his apartments when he cannot have 
his own way, his efforts at ruling go no 
further than doing what hi-is told todo. 
lie is kept in order—ancestor worship 
being :i strong point in the celestial 
moral code—by the old empress dow- 
ager, who practically runs the state 
show, and who is influenced sometimes 
by whims, working through 
a thin 


leaven of diluted statesmanlike feeling, 
and sometimes by that backstairs pal 
ace intrigue which works through thf 
favorable 
medium of her 
favorite 


i/muich, Pitsian-li. Kuang Usu—which 
means the illustrious succession—has 
been under the old lady's thumb since 
he was four years of age, when he was 
chosen to succeed T'ung-ehi.

An Klec-lrlcnl Watcpr ForRe. 


Great as are the possibilities of elec- 


tricity their full scope is probably only 
'cebly comprehended. One of the lat- 
•st devices is a water forge. The de- 
tails are ns yet the secret of the in- 
ventor, but in effect the method is as 
follows: A tank shaped somewhat like 
an iron sink is filled with water, which 
is highly charged with electricity. The 
piece of iron to be manipulated is held 
uy a pair of pinchers which are at- 
tached to an electric wire. When all 
is ready the iron is dipped into the 
water, of course causing the positive 
and negative poles to come in contact. 
It takes from ten to sixty seconds for 
the iron to become hot enough to be 
bent or worked as required. 
An in- 


teresting and important fact is that the 
beat manilests itself only upon that 
portion of the iron that is covered by 
the water, thus rendering it much 
more controllabte than fonres of the 
ordinary pattern.' If one inch is under 
water, only one inch will be red, and 
so on with any submerged length.— 
N. Y. Ledger.
